The  deed  is  donel — The  brightest  example  is 
Set,  that  ever  beamed  its  lustre  on  the  hearts  of 
x\raerican  slave-holders.  Justice,  enrobed  with 
the  unsullied  mantle  of  virtuous  benevolence, 
has  appeared  in  all  the  dignity  of  his  pre-emi- 
nence. Prejudice  of  education  and  false  pride 
have  bowed  the  knee  before  him;  and  Avarice 
h.as  been  stripped  of  a  sparkling  gem,  to  be  of- 
fered up,  as  sweet  incense,  on  his  holy  altar. 

It  now  becomes  my  duty  to  notice,  more  par- 
ticularly, the  distinguished  benevolence  of  the 
genUeman  from  Virginia,*  who  recently  took 

*Whcn  this  4;entleni!in  arrived  in  Baltimore, 
lie  immediately  applied  to  me,  as  agent  of  the 
Ilayticn  Eniiu;ratiou  Society,  for  information 
and  assistancu  in  procuring  a  vessel  for  the 
transportation  of  his  slaves  to  the  Republic  of 
Hayti.  This  furnished  me  with  an  opportunity 
to  form  an  intimate  ocquaintan'^e  with  him. — 
We  had  frequent  intcrvie%vs  and  much  freedom 
cf  conversation  during  his  stay  in  this  city.  1 
■j'jfnverfd  that  his  modesty,  v/as  exceedingly 


measures  to  send  his  slaves  to  the  Republic  of 
Hayti.  It  was  stated,  in  the  last  Number  of  this 
work,  that  a  vessel  had  been  chartered,  in  this 
port,  for  the  transportation  thither  of  ein-/i<j/-ei*/»f 
s/rtDfS,  and  that  agricultural  implements,  to  the 
value  of  one  hundred  and  thirty  dollars,  had 
been  purchased  for  their  use,  fyc.  The  noble 
deed  of  justice  and  humanity,  ha?  since  been 
Completed,  so  far  at  least,  as  the  emljarkation 
of  the  slaves,  and  the  furnishing  them  with  mo- 
ney and  means  to  form  a  settlement  in  Hayti, 
can  effect  it.  The  vessel  was  despatched,  under 
the  direction  of  Isaiah  Mankin,  from  this  port 
to  James  River,  about  the  middle  of  this  month, 
and  took  the  slaves  on  board,  eighty-eight  in 
number,  being  the  whole  the  gentleman  owned, 
with  the  exception  of  two,  who  are  so  old  and 
infirm  that  he  considered  it  his  duty  to  keep  and 
support  them  the  remainder  of  their  lives.  A- 
bout  the  20th,  inst.  the  vessel  sailed  for  Hayti, 
and  in  a  few  days  the  shackles  of  slavery  will 
be  eternally  torn  from  their  limbs,  and  the  bro- 
ken fragments  scattered  to  the  four  winds  of 
heaven  by  the  all-potent  hand  of  UnivtrsitL 
Emancipation. 

Every  thing  cotisidered,  this  noble  act  of  phi- 
lanthropy and  justice  may  safely  be  said  to  stand 
without  a  parallel  in  the  annals  of  America. — 
The  author  of  it  is  a  young  man,  just  entering 
upon  the  busy  theatre  of  the  world.  It  is,  as 
he  informed  me  himself,  but  little  more  thao 
two  years  since  he  came  in  possession  of  his 
slates,  and  other  property,  by  virtue  of  inheri-

After  contracting  with  the  ship  owner,  and 
purchasing  the  agricultural  implements,  afore-

He  also  informed!  me 
that,  in  addition  to  the  payment  of  the  [>f ice  of 
their  passage  and  liunishiug  tlieui.v.ilh  tools, 
he  should  give  to  each  one  clotlies,  provisions 
and  money.  Acc(-rJi;ig!y,  1  understand  ihat  he 
furnished  tlicm  with  seversd  suit,  oi"  clothes, 
each,  gave  them  provisions, cr>king  utensils, 
and  every  tiling  of  which  tj:»y  v/ould  stand  in 
need,  on  their  arrival  in  Hayli — And,  to  crown 
the  whole,  as  an  unprcccdcted  acl<,f  justice 


sp|l  his  slaves  beyond  the  reach  of  mercy,  for 
money — while  a  John  Randolph  lingers  in  the 
perfor.Tianceof  asiraple  actof  justice,  test  he 
may  deny  himself  the  luxurj-  of  a  little  power 
and  pelf — while  a  Henry  Clay  is  running  the 
race  of  popularity,  caring  Tor  nothing  else  be- 
side— while  a  Charles  V.  Mercer  would  halt 
between  heaven  and  earth ! — here  is  a  Christiam 
PiiiLASTiiuopisT,  who  rushes  by  them,  in  all  th& 
mnjesty  of  muiiificent  benevolence,  and  scorn- 
ing their  paltry  considerations,  sets  them  an  ex- 
ample, which  it  were  well  for  the  world  if  they 
Could  possibly  follow. 

A  volume  might  be  written  upon  this  import- 
ant subje'-t-;  but  the  want  of  room  opp<-)scs  the 
willingness  of  the  pen.— Imust,  therefore,  drav/ 
toa-jlose.

INDEPENDENCE  OF  llAYTI. 

The  following  is  an  extract  of  a  letter  to  the 
editor  of  the  Genius  of  Universal  Emancipation, 
from  his  correspondent  at  Port-au-Prince,  dated 
5th  July,  IS-26.  From  this,  it  appears  that  the 
acknowledgement  of  Haylien  Independence,  by 
the  French  government,  is  near  at  hand. 

"There  has  just  arrived  in  our  port,  a  French 
frigate,  brig,  and  schooner,  all  displaying  the 
-white  flag;  and  it  is  rumored  or  surmised  that 
there  is  a  troaty  pending  with  the  two  govern- 
ments— others  are  of  opinion  that  the  indepen- 
dence of  this  country  is  acliaowledgcd  by  the 
French  gorcrnment." 

In  addition  to   the  foregoing,  the  subjoined 
statement,  from  a  Haytien  paper,  has  just  been 
received,  which  places  the  matter  beyond  the 
reach  of  dcubt.     The  intelligence  is  of  the  first 
importance.     In  the  next  number  of  this  work 
I  shall  take  a  more  general  view  of  the  subject. 
REPUBLIC  OF  HAYTl. 
Porl-au-Prmct — Jnicrior,  July  1825. 
On  the  Cd  inst.  three  French  vessels  of  war 
carrying  the  national  flag;  one  schooner,  one 
brig,  and  one  ship,  wearing  the  white  flag  at  the 
peak,  and  Haytien  colors  at  the  fore-top,  moor- 
ed in  the  Great  Wadshead,  without  gunshot  of 
our  forts,  at  one  o'clock,  P.  M.     Immediately 
after  mooring  the  frigate  sent  her  launcii  on 
shore  as  a  flag  of  truce,  to  transmit  to  our  "-ov- 
ernment,  the  despatches  of  tlie  FrencJi  natiSn. 
Colonel  Boisblunc;  chief  of  port  regulations 
repaired  on  board  the  French  frigate,  having  on 
,the  road  fallen  in  with  the  flag  of  truce,  and  re- 
ceiving from  it  the  dispatches;  the  flag  was  re- 
manded on  board  till  furllicr  orders.     The  next 
day,  the  -Ith  Curr't  Colune)  St.  \  ictor  Poel,  chief 
ol  the  military  police,  attached  to  the  m-'tiiu  sUiJf 
of  the  place,   Gruad  Envoy  of  the  repubiic  of 
Haylt,  Aid  de-camp  of  H.  E.  the   President  of 
the  Republic,  commander-in-chief  uf  the  squad- 
ron de  vicsama:  and  Duton  Inginac,  Aid-de-camp 
to  Gen.    B.  Inginac,   received  orders  to  repair 
an  the  beach,  and  meet  the  French  Minister, 
vilons.  le  Baron  M  ■  kaxi,  commander  of  a  line  of 
battle  ship  of  H.  M.  C.  .Majesty,  Ki.ig  ^f  France. 
As  soon  as  the  public  were  iniormed  that  so  dis- 
tinguished an  officer,  of  such  high  tame  in  the 
g-lorious  career  af  arms,  had  made  his  entree  in 
the  Republic,  with  a  treaty  from  his  sovereign 
of  the  recognition  of  our  Independcnce/a/i  and 
mJire— news  highly  acceptable— astonislicd  ma- 
iiy  cili-OTn^  ij'j'il-t  others  ev^cctcd  it  from  the 


justice  and  liberality  that  has  distinguished  the 
reign  of  the  august,  Charles  X.  of  France,  since 
his  possession  of  the  crown. 

From  the  5th  to  the  6th  inst.  in  the  morning, 
nothing  transpired  relative  to  the  treaty  of  our 
recognition;  meanwhile,  we  could  perceive  a 
a  certain  je  ne  sais  qual  on  the  countenance  of 
every  one,  presaging  something  great  and  hcn- 
orajle,  but  on  the  7th,  the  news  was  known 
publicly  to  all  classes.  On  the  12th  inst.  early  in 
the  morning,  one  of  tJie  French  vessels  of  war, 
the  brig,  made  all  sail  from  this  harbor,  carry- 
ing the  orders  and  joyful  account  to  the  Heights 
ol  St.  Mares,  where  we  distinctly  heard  the  re- 
joicings of  the  people— fete  succeeded  fete,  an* 
they  applauded  the  Prince  who  proclaimed  them 
free  and  independent. 

The  ladies  were  occupied  in  this  instance,  as 
on  all  former  occasions,  in  the  duties  of  their 
toiletts,  at  balls,  and,  in  faot,  in  all  amusements 
common  to  the  Ilaytiens— all  striving  to  please. 
In  the  midst  of  all  this  joy,  festivity,  and  re- 
joicings, echo,  that  nymph  ever  faithful  to  re- 
petition, this  once  was  true  to  recollection  and 
sound,  and  was  every  where  heard  to  reoeat, 
vtix-  la  Fraiict!  vive  Ilayli!  Vive  a  jamais  Charles 
the  lG:h  le  liberal!  Vivi  a  jamais  Boyer!  (long 
live  France:  long  live  Hayti!  long  live  Charles 
the  10th  the  liboral!  live  forever  Bover!)  belov- 
ed and  cherished  of  Iris  people— the  least  we 
can  say  of  him,  the  happy  Boycr! 

On  the  9th,  at  half  past  9  o'clock,  P.  M.  one 
of  the  three  French  vessels  of  war,  the  schoon- 
er, called  the  Bearnaise,  mads  sail  for  the  king- 
dom of  FraiKM;,  and  bearing  with  her  the  ratifi- 
ed treaty,  duly  signed,  sealed  and  exchan"-ed  by 
bulh  riatioiis— despatches  that  will  boldly  show 
to  the  world  that  the  RtpubUc  of  Hayti  Jree,  sove- 
resgn  and  independent,  was  recognized  as  such,  by 
the  authentic  act  of  the  '■'■sacred  treaty,"  signed 
by  the  French  nation  in  this  their  ancient  me- 
tropolis of  this  country.  This  very  day  Mon- 
sieur de  Baron  de  Mackau,  received  the  respects 
and  visits  of  all  Frenchmen  in  Port-au-Prince 
mercliants  and  others.  ' 

On  the  9th,  at  S  o'clock  A.  M.  his  Excellency 
the  President  of  Hayti  received  with  the  usual 
goo<l  wili,  the  solicitations  of  the  French  mer- 
cliants and  others  of  that  great  nation  in  this 
Capitol. 

Mr.  Barbet  delivered  a  discourse  to  his  Ex- 
cellency, thanking  him  in  the  name  of  all  stran- 
gers in  his  possessions,  for  his  politeness  and 
goodness  to  them  generally.  His  Excellency 
remained  silent,  and  having  received  the  ex- 
pressions and  sentimeiits,  replied — "That  in  do- 
ing that  which  he  conceived  his  duty,  he  only 
followed  the  natural  dictates  of  his  heart." — 
This  same  day  the  French  -quadron,  composed 
oi  the  following  vessels,  also  anchored  in  our 
watfrs,  and  at  6  o'clock,  P.  M.  the  t'vo  high  ad- 
mirals from  the  line  of  battle  ships  the  L'Eylaa 
and  the  John  Bart,  landed  on  the  quay.

Letters  from  Jamaica  of 
the  12th,  state  the  rumor  of  a  separation  be- 
t^veen  Cuba  and  the  mother  country  to  have 
i'teen  so  generally  credited  at  tlntdate,  that  the 
ships  of  v*ar  on  the  Jamaica  stslion  had  receiv- 
ed orders  to  cruize  oft"Cul)a.  for  llic  protection 
of  the  British  trade  in  that  (juartcr.

LETTERS  FROM  HAYTI 

Communicated  for  the  G.  U.  Emancipation. 
(extracts.) 
Prom  Charlts  W,  Fuher,  (formerly  of  Baltimore,') 
to  hit  father,  dated.    Cape  Haytien,  Feb.    13lh, 
1825. 

"You  ■rrish  to  Jojow  how  I  am  likely  to  make 
o'jt  to  live  in- this  country. — I  have  received  a 
plantation  from  the  government,  and  find  the 
■oil  good  for  tillage,  and  its  production  good  for 
food.  We  have  plenty  of  vegetable  food,  tho' 
meat  is  not  procured  in  such  abundance  iierc  as 
it  is  in  America.  Many  of  the  emigrants  are 
dissatisfied  on  that  account. — They  are  impa- 
tient, and  indulge  in  complaints,  like  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel,  when  in  the  wilderness,  not 
knowing  the  good  prospect  tliat  awaits  them. — 
Every  one  that  will  patiently  bear  a  little  pri>  a- 
tion  at  first,  can  live  here,  and  do  well."

I 
rome  to  town  every  Saturday, to  hear  news  from 
America,  and  the  price  i)f  cotree.  .\s  soou  as  I 
get  in  my  coffee,  1  shall  send  you  100  lbs.  to  try 
it. 

"I  do  not  believe  the  evil  reports  of  the  emi- 
prranls  who  have  left  this  glorious  Hayticn   na- I 
tian;  for  they  are  iguorant  of  the  nature  of  tlie 
country. 

"I  now  invite  my  African  brothers  and  sisters 
f)  come  over  to  this  fruitful  soil  and  enjoy  its  [ 
pioductions  among  their  llnytien  brethren;  and  i 
to  tid  in  eupf  ortin?  ai  Africaji  jjoTcinmeut,  in  II 


an  African  nation. — Come  on,  my  fellow  Afri- 
cans— and  c&tfrte bread,  and  drink/itf  iro-'fr." 

In  another  communication,  he  stateis  the  fol- 
lowing "Plain  Truths,"  which  is  all  I  have  room 
for  at  present. 

"PLAIN  TRUTHS, 
To  all  irhcim  it  may  concern. 

There  are  some  of  the  emigrants  who  are  in 
distressed  circumstances, — bnuiue  they  trill  net 
ndtivatc  their  land.  T)-."y  have  left  the  country 
and  come  into  the.  city,  \k-here  they  walk  about 
the  streets,  shamelessly  and  inconsiderately  rail- 
ing agxjnst  Mr.  GrandviUe  and  the  govcrruncnt. 
Souic  of  them  have  run  away,  and  gone  back  to 
Baltimore,  Philadelphia,  and  other  parts  of  the 
Uiuted  States,  where  they  are  spreading  their 
misrepresentations,  and  endcavouiing  to  pre- 
vent the  emigration  of  our  brethren  to  this  isl- 
and. 

There  are  a  great  many  plantations,  wliirli 
were  cultivated  before  the  revolution,  but  are 
now  neglected.  The  present  government  is  de- 
sirous to  have  farmers  to  cultivate  these  lands. 
All  they  raise  is  for  themselves.  The  govern- 
ment will  derive  no  profit  therefrom,  except 
the  revenue  arising  from  the  ordinary  duties. — 
This  is  the  truth — let  who  will  deny  it."

Mr.  Editor — The  fourth  of  Joly  being  the  ju- 
bilee of  the  freemen  of  these  United  States,  it 
has  always  been  a  day  of  leisure  and  relaxation 
tome.  l>ut  1  am  persuaded  that  it  should  not, 
00  that  accouut,  be  spent  in  frivolity  and  un- 
profitable recreation.  In  peifect  accordance 
with  fhi.s  sentiment,  I  was  led,  on  last  Fourth  of 
July,  to  the  suiictuary  of  the  Lord,  expecting  to 
hear,  from  a  pulpit  orator,  that  which  should  be 
insercrablv  jutervovcii  i;i  every  (i.-scoitrse,  rr- 
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lutive  to  the  enjoyment  of  freedom  in  these 
"happy  climes  oi'  liberty."  As  scon  as  I  had 
entered  the  house,  my  knowledge  of  the  orator 
and  his  talents,  immediately  inspired  me  witli  a 
<rlowing  anticipation  of  the  exhibition  of  every 
Thing  connected  with  erudition.  Agreeably  to 
my  expectation,  there  was  a  most  copious  dis- 
play of  talent  and  eloquence,  which,  to  my  as- 
tonishment, however,  appeared  to  be  totally 
exerted  in  eliciting  songs  of  gratitude  froia  the 
citizens  of  these  United  States  (I  knew  not 
•whether  we  were  it  eluded  or  not,  as  our  situa- 
tion does  not  include  us,)  for  the  inestimable 
privileges  wliich  they  enjoy.  That  the  freemen 
of  this  country  are  under  innumerable  obliga- 
tions to  the  Supreme  Disposer  of  events,  as  we 
arc  ourselves,  and  that  our  obligations  are  e- 
qually  bindinrj,  admit  not  of  any  doubt;  but  that 
Ave  should  join  in  commemoraiing  the  period 
liUuded  to,  while  we  are  denied-  many  of  the 
essential  rights  of  freemen,  is  a  gross  absurdity. 
It  was  to  be  expected  t!iat,  on  the  National  Ju- 
liilee,every/;-etm(?n  would  give  diversified  proofs 
of  patriotism  and  love  of  liberty;  and  that  the 
subjects  of  real  liberty  could  not  say  too  much 
in  relation  to  the  privileges  which  they  enjoy. 
Uut  thatwiiiiis/crso/  tUe  go^ptl  of  Christ,  the  her- 
alds of  a  free  salvation,  sliould  forget  to  preach,^ 
on  the  Fourth  of  July,  "the  acceptable  year  of 
ihe  Lord  to  slave  holders"— that  they  should,  at 
such  a  time,  bestow  so  copious  a  measure  of 
eulogium  on  "our  free  institutions,''''  and  totally 
forget  to  elicit  one  lamentable  ejaculation  on 
account  of  the  existence  of  aUivery  iu  these  "hap- 
])y  climes  of  liberty,"  bespeaks  to  me  either  a 
j»artial  absence  of  t!ie  sentiments  co*igenial  with 
the  anniversary  of  that  day,  or  an  absence  of 
that  independence  which  is  a  constituent  qual- 
ity, or  a  distinguishing  characteristic,  of  the 
commission  with  v»-hich  every  evangelical  min- 
ister should  be  invested. 

It  was  deplored,  in  the  discourse,  that  patriot- 
jsmhad  so  long  outrun  religion,  in  the  comme- 
jiioration  of  the  anniversaries  of  American  In- 
dependence:— but  it  appeared  not  to  be  a  cir- 
oumstance  of  regret  that  the  eloquence  of  the 
senate,  as  well  as  that  of  the  bar,  had  outrun 
the  eloquence  of  the  pulpit,  in.  exposing  the  in- 
justice of  slavery,  and  showing  its  unfavourable 
liitiuence  on  our""free  institutions."  1  conclude', 
upon  the  whole,  Mr.  Editor,  that  the  ministers 
of  the  gospel,  from  their  great  influence,  are 
calculated  to  do  much  good  or  much  harm,  in 
commemorating  the  anniversaries  of  American 
Independence.  If  they  speak  as  the  truth  exhi- 
bits itscif  to  them,  the  glorious  work,  in  which 
you  are  cnga'jed,  will  be  greatly  facilitated— if 
not.  much  retarded.  That  every  philanthro- 
jiisl,  who  has  espoused  our  cause,  will  continue 
infiexibly  fu-ia  and  undaunted  in  his  glorious 
career,  i's  the  prayer  of  one  v/hose  colour  sub- 
jects him  to  the  sneers  of  pride  aud  prejudice.

MY    FELLOW    MEMBERS: 

I  fee!  concerned  to  address  jou  on  the 
important  subject  of  meliorating  the  con- 
dition of  the  many  thousands  of  our  suf- 
'  fering  fellow  mortals,  whose  groans  and 
tcr»is  are  perpetual,  and  without  redress. 
It  behoves  us  to  keep  our  hands  entirely 
clear  of  the  crimson  stain  of  the  blood 
of  those  whose  misery  we  deplore,  and 
whose  cause  we  are  called  upon  to  ad- 
vocate 

But  for  me  to  uUer  anything  respect- 
ing the  iniquity  or  the  impolicy  of  slavc- 
!  ry,  iu  this  assembly,  would  seem  to  be 
useless.  I  trust  that  we  are  all  of  one 
mind,  as  regards  the  propriety  of  one 
man's  holding  another  iiC  unco^iditional, 
hereditary  bondage,  whose  unborn  pos- 
terity must,  consequently,  share  the  pa- 
rent's fate.  We  are  all  sensible  of  the 
injustice  of  that  horrible  system  which 
determines  the  future  destiny,  and  con- 
signs innocent  and  unotlcnding  infants  tQ 
the  rigors  of  perpetual  servitude,  even  be- 
fore they  breathe  the  vital  air.  Their 
bonds  await  them  at  the  moment  Ihey 
are  introduced  to  the  light  of  the  worhl, 
though  they  have  not  had  it  in  tlieir  povr- 
er  to  commit  any  offence,  by  which  their 
liberty  could  be  justly  forfietod — without 
even  a  charge  of  the  semblance  of  crim- 
inality being  preferred  against  either  pa- 
rents or  children! 

It  seems  perfectly  natural  for  me  lo 
believe  that  either  unconditior.al  election, 
or  reprobation,  stands  in  pointed  oppo- 
sition to  the  spirit  of  Christ.

V.'itli  feelings  of  sympathy  and  com- 
misseraJion  for  that  part  of  the  human 
family  who  are  held  in  a  state  of  slave- 
ry, I  viewed  the  formation  of  abolition 
societies  to  relieve  scch  as  are  held  &s: 
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slaves  in  some  parts  of  our  country,  to 
the  age  of  twenty  eight  years.,  by  taking 
care  to  have  ihem  provided  for  as  the 
Ian-  directs;  to  spread  the  glorious  prin- 
ciples of  justice  and  universal  freedom 
among  mankind;  and  to  make  the  s.ys- 
tem  of  slavery  unpopular,  or  even  to  be 
viewed  witli  abhorrence  in  our  otherv.ise 
happy  country,  furnished  ideas  which 
afforded  a  pleasing  prospect.  But  when, 
among  other  considerations,  the  subject 
was  brought  into  view  of  admitting 
such  to  be  members  of  the  said  society 
whose  hands  were  not  clear  of  the  gain 
of  oppression,  (or  in  other  words  such  as 
held  twenty  eight  year  servants,)  I  was 
of  opinion  it  would  be  so  glaring  an 
inconsistency  for  persons  of  that  de- 
scription to  oiler  their  names  as  mem- 
bers, that  they  ough.t  not  to  be  admitted: 
Nay,  I  was  almost  ready  to  say  it  would 
be  as  consistent  for  satan  to  profess 
being  a  preacher  of  righteousness,  as 
-for  men,  holding  slaves,  to  be  members 
of  an  abolition  society;  and  viewing 
Ihon  as  men  fully  convinced  of  the  im- 
propriety of  slaveholding,  the  incousisr 
tency  of  the  two  cases  bears  a  striking 
simiinrit}-.-  foi'  when  we  conside;  the 
•graducd  progress  that  has  been  making 
Iriwardan  entire  terminution  of  slavery, 
can  wc  bplieve  tlie  origin  of  the  con-  j 
cern  was  any  thing  less  than  divine.?  j 
There  was  a  time  when  but  a  few  indi-  j 
viduals  bore  their  testimony  for  the  j 
cause;  but  the  number  greatly  incrcas-  j 
ing,  different  religious  societies  have  j 
espoused  it  in  a  society  capacity.  And  | 
when  we  consider  that  the  seed  of  the 
kingdom  is  compared  by  the  great  head 
of  the  church,  to  a  little  leaven,  which 
by  degrees  leavened  the  whole  lump, 
or  to  a  grain  of  mustard  seed,  from 
which  a  noble  plant  is  produced,  it  fur- 
nishes great  reason  to  hope  that  if  each 
one  stands  faithful  to  the  manifestations 
of  light  with  which  we  are  favoured, 
keeping  a  single  eye  to  the  unerring 
guide,  the  concern  will  continue  to  grow 
and  flourish  Hke  willows  planted  by  the 
%vater  courses.  And  though  some  a- 
niong  us,  having  thought  but  little  on  the 
f:ubject,  may   not   have    viewed    it  as 


wrong  to  hold   the  people  of  colour  in 
bondage   to   the    age    of   twenty    eight 
years,  yet  charity  would   induce  us    to 
hope  itwas  only  for  want  of  fully  con- 
sidering the  case;  and  that  on  more  ma- 
ture   deliberation,  aided  by  the  labours 
of  the  faithful,  they  will  be  brought  to 
view  it   as  an  act  of  the  greatest  injus- 
tice; that  it  is  depriving  them  of  a  large 
portion  of  the  prime  of  their  lives,  and 
'  then  turning  them  oft'  in  a  state  of  pov- 
!  erty,  thcirminds   depressed  and  uncul- 
tivated, and  verging  toward  the  decline 
of  life,     if  the  masters  v.cre  not  blind- 
ed by   avarice   they  might  easily  per- 
ceive   that  under    such    circumstances, 
tliose  oppressed  people  have  very  little 
opportunity    of  coming  forward   in  the 
world   to  any  advantage.     Their  being 
of  a  different  colour  from  us,  forms  iia 
,  ground,  in  reason  or  justice,  for  siezing 
I  our  fellow  creatures,  who  are  as   inno-

beings  whose  minds  are  capable  of  im-

'  the  principles  of  religion,  which  would 
I  qualify  them   to   perform  a  noble   part 
in  the  great  work  for  which   we  were 
created;  and  prevent  them  from  every 
opportunity  of  improvement,  either  civil 
or  religious,  with  the   privation  of  the 
comfortable   and  sweet   enjoyments^  of 
society,  is  a  species  of  barbarity  u  hich, 
though   practised  by  Turks,  Arabs  and 
Heathens,   is    totally  irreconcilable   1-o 
the    mild  and   benevolent  spirit  of  the 
gospel.

private  conveyance  or  by  mail. 

15.  Resolved,  that  the  letter  received 
from  ''Philo  Presbytery"  by  the  corres- 
ponding committee,  be  printed  in  the 
^'Genius  of  Universal  Emancipation." 

IG.  The  committee  appointed  to  pre- 
pare a  memorial  to  the  state  legislature, 
presented  one,  which  underwent  its  sev- 
eral readings;  and  the  committee  is  or- 
dered ta  furnish  the  clerk  of  convention 
with  a  copy  of  the  same. 

17.  The  memorial  to  the  congress  of 
the  United.  States  underwent  its  several 
readings,  and  was  commit  led  to  the  care 
o.f  James  Jones,  to  be  forwarded  to  con- 
gress— a  copy  thereof  to  be  reserved 
and  filed  in  the  clerk's  office. 

18.  The  address  to  the  several  reli- 
gious societies,  and  humane  institutions, 
having  undcrv,  ent  its  several  readings,  it 
was  resolved,  that  it  be  put  into  the  hands 
uf  the  corresponding  committee,  to  be 
hiid  before  the  said  re'.iqious  societies, 
and  In'ititutions;  and  that  the  committee 
report  iiereon  to  the  next  convention. 

19.  Resolved,  that  this  convention  con- 
cur with  the  proposals  of  Tiiomas  Iioge 
Jui).  for  publisl:j)ig  a  paper,  (o  be  called 


the  "Manumission  Journal,"  on  condition 
that  a  suflicient  number  of  subscribers 
can  be  obtained;  to  be  edited  by  the  in- 
specting committee;  and  that  said  com- 
mittee forward  a  prospectus  to  the  presi- 
dent of  each  branch,  and  to  others,  if  they 
may  see  proper;  and  that  the  presidents^ 
&.C.  be  directed  to  forward  their  subscrip-^ 
tions  to  the  inspecting  cemmittee  in  three 
months. 

20.  Benjamin  Lundy,  as  one  of  the 
acting  committee  appointed  by  the  con- 
vention of  the  "American  Society  for  the 
Abolition  of  Slavery,"  &c.  at  its  last  bi- 
ennial meeting,  having  wriiten  an  official 
letter  to  this  convention,  respecting  the 
disposition  of  the  public  authorities  of  the- 
Haytien  government  to  assist  the  people 
of  the  United  States  in  ridding  their  coun- 
try of  tlie  evils  of  Slavery — it  was  re- 
solved, that  John  Caldwell  and  James. 
Jone.s  Juu.  be  a  committee  to  prepare  an 
answer  to  said  letter,  stating  the  opinion 
of  this  convention  on  the  subject;  which 
committee  reported  one,  that  was  con- 
curred with. 

21.  The  committee  appointed  to  pre- 
pare an  address  to  the  several  branches, 
presented  one,  which  underwent  its  se- 
veral readings,  and  was  concurred  with. 

22.  Resolved,  that  the  answer  to  the 
letter  sent  by  Benjamin  Lundy  to  this 
convention,  be  deposited  in  the  hands  of 
the  president,  James  Jones,  to  be  for- 
warded by  him  to  the  writer,  and  that  a 
copy  of  said  answer  be  filed  in  the  Clerk's 
otiice.     See  Clerk's  files. 

23.  Resolved,  that  all  slave-holding 
members  of  the  manumission  society^ 
who  Siiall  hereafter  refuse  or  neglect  to 
educate  their  slaves,  so  far  as  it  is  practi- 
cable, be  excommunicated,  and  no  longer 
considered  members  of  this  society. 

24.  Resolved,  that  the  next  annual 
convention  of  the  Manumission  Socicty 
of  Tennessee  be  held  at  I>ost  Creek 
meeting  house,  JefTerson  count)-,  on  the 
Second  da}-  (Monday)  succeeding  tlie  2d 
Seventh  day  (Saturday")  in  the  Eighth 
Month  (August)  1325,  at  10  o'clock 
A.  M.  and  to  consist  of  the  one  twenti- 
eth of  the  members,  excepting  that  where 
a  branch  mav  not  consist  of  '}Q — in  that 
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case,  such  briinoh  shall  he  rntitlet!  to  one 
n.'prt'seutative:  To  uhith  time  and  phico, 
tin's  con\Tntiou  now  adjourns.

ADDRESS 

From  the  Trotter's  Creth  Branch  of  ike 
AJanutnission  Socletif  ojWorth  Caroli- 
na, to  the  people  of  the  United  Slates. 

Havinz,  for  some  length  of  time,  been 

impressed  with  a  sense  of  the  evil  con-, 

sequences  of  the   systeirt  of  slavery,  we'.^ 

have  formed  ourselves  into  a  society,  for  '^ 

the  purpose  of  aiding  the   humane  and 

I,  benevolent  in  abolishing  that  system  in 

!  this  countiy — a  eountiywhich  has  been 

I  declared  sacred  to  liberty.  [  We  consider 

it  our  duty,  to  endeavor  to  call  the  atten- 

'  tionof  the  public  mind,  to  the  object  of 

our  associatio)!.     The  great  object  %ve 

,  have  in  view,  is  to  solicit  the  attention  of 

I  the  public  to  the  subject  of  slavery  as  it 

j  exists  among  us,  \vhich  we  conceive   to 

I  be  a  great  political  evil,  and  which  very 

[  much   retartls  the   improvement   of  our 

'  beloved  and  o!herwise  free  and  happy 

i  country — and   iiot  only  so,  but  we   be- 

j  lievc    the  time  is  not  very   far  distant 

wiien  a  just  retribution  will  tall  upon  us 

j  or  our  posterity,  cxcept^somc  thing  be 

'  done  to  appease  the  anger  of  Him,  Avho 

j  is  the  avenger  of  the  ojipressed;  for  he 

;  hath  said,  '-he  that  stcaleth  a  man  and    i 

selleth  him,  or  if  he  be  found  in  his  hands,  - ' 

he  shall  surely  be  ]iut  to  death."     Now' 

if  we   even  say  that  neither  we  lior  our 

ancestors  did  steal  the  .Vfiicans  (to  say 

which  WG  believe  would  be  hazarding 

too  much)  tliey  certainly  did  steal  their 
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fellow  countrymen-,  and  our  ancestors, 
who  knew  they  were  sto!en,did  buy  them; 
and  we,  who  retain  them,  know  they 
were  stolen;  conseijuently  we  and  our 
ancestors  are  accessary  to  the  fact  of 
stealing  a  man,  or  mcK,  and  therefore,  by 
tUe  laws  of  our  countiy,  equally  with 
those  who  stole  them.  '"^Our  time  is  \ery 
short  in  this  timnsilory  world;  and  all  the 
treasures  and  pleasures  that  we  can  en- 
joy here  on  earth  soon  pass  awuy  and  we 
go  hent-e;  and  what  shall  we  answer  then, 
before  the  supreme  Judge  of  the  universe, 
if  we  continue  in  such  inhuman  practices 
after  being  convinced  of  the  evil  there- 
of ?  Fcllovz-citizens,  we  entreat,  we  beg 
of  you,  to  seriously,  calmly,  deliberately 
and  impariially  consider  and  weigh  these 
things.  If  you  do  this  we  have  no  hesi- 
tation in  believing  that  3-ou  will  join  heart 
and  hand  with  us,  in  endeavoring  to  ex- 
tirpate and  remove  this  dreadful  evil  from 
our  nation.  We  do  not  say,  neither  do 
we  believe,  that  every  slave  holder  is  a 
wilful  criminal,  or  that  he  is  not  a  chris- 
tian. Yet  wc  believe,  there  are  many 
slave  holders  who  have  never  viewed  sla- 
very in  its  true  and  undisguised  form,  the 
practice  of  which  has  become  so  fami- 
liar, by  long  standing,  that  it  is  scarcely 
thought,  by  naany,  to  be  any  crime  at  all. 
A  slave  holder,  at  the  y)resent  day,  con- 
siders that  his  father,  v,-ho  held  slaves, 
Vvas  a  wise  and  virtuous  n;ian,  (and  per- 
haps he  vvas,  if  he  erred  through  ignor- 
ance,) yet  it  is  posalblo,  and  even  proba- 
ble, that  neither  he  nor  his  father  ever 
considerocl,  impartially,  whether  it  was 
right  to  hold  slaves  or  not.  In  like  man- 
ner, slavery  has  descended  from  father  to 
son,  until  the  names  of  the  first  sutierers 
are  forgotten;  and  the  slave  holders  have 
concluded  tliat  they  have  some  thing  like 
a  just  right  to  retain  them  in  bondage. 
But  if  we  beh'eve  the  Africans-  to  be  hu- 
man bemgs,  possessed  of  aa  immortal  1, 
soul  that  is  accountable  to  God  for  the 
deeds  done  in  the  body,  we  must  see  the 
inconsistency  of  buying,  selling  or  hold- 
ing them  as  slaves.  VNf>i\vitlistanding 
some  slaves  appear  to  be  used  well,  they 
ore  under  the  coT;*.rol  of  their  ma.st€r,  and 
<?-as:inot  on  anv  oc.otr;ion  leave  hiin  witii- 


out  his  consent,  not  even  if  they  have  a 
sick  wife,  husband  or  child,  that  imperi- 
ously demands  their  attention.  Or  if  ihey 
conceive  it  to  be  their  duty  to  assemble 
together  for  the  purpose  of  worshiping- 
their  heavenly  masler,  their  earthly  mas- 
ter must  first  be  cousulled.  We  certain- 
think  that  any  intelligent  peison  who  will 
fancy  himself  as  being  reduced  to  a  state' 
of  slavery  in  Africa,  precisely  in  the  same 
way  that  the  African  descendants  have 
been  here,  even  those  who  have  the  best 
of  masters,  and  if  he  v.ill  impartially  re- 
tlect  on  the  subject,  he  cannot  fail  to  see 
the  injustice  and  impi'opriety  of  this  sou! 
degrading  system.  ..'■I>ut  possibly  there 
may  be  some,  even  in  this  enlightened 
age,  who  will  say  the  Africans  were  made 
for  the  purpose  of  serving  us;  but  if  the 
Africans  could  compel  us  to  serve  theni,^ 
precisely  as  we  compel  them  to  serve  us,, 
would  we  call  it  justice?  The  ijupartial 
answer  would  be  no.  Then,  certainly,, 
if  the  one  could  be  considered  just,  the- 
other  should  be  also;  but  they  are  botlV 
unjust,  barbarous,  cruel  and  impolitic 
Some,  perhaps,  (v.ishing  to  retard  the^ 
progress  of  emancipation)  will  say  that: 
our  object  is  impracticable — that  slavery: 
cannot  be  abolished  in  this  land  of  liber- 
ty, v^  And  here  we  would  ask:  if  it  be  a 
land  of  liberty,  why  have  we  any  thing 
to  do  with  slavery.^  Uut,  alas!  it  cannot 
be  a  land  of  universal  liberty  which  con- 
tains fifteen  bundled  thousand  human  be- 
ings deprived  of  this  inestimable  blessings 
neither  can  this  government  be  truly  re- 
publican. Of  course,  it  is  the  duty  of 
each  and  every  one  of  us  desirous  ol  re- 
taining the  name  of  a  republican,  to  use- 
his  endeavors  in  remo\ing  this  great 
sttiia  from  our  national  chaj'acter.'s:  If  a 
majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  United 
States  could  be  brought  plainly  to  see  and 
consider  the  inconsi;>teilcy  of  slavery, 
and  would  declare  their  avei'sion  to  it  in  a 
proper  mrinner,  we  would  then,  cf  course, 
have  a  majority  in  congress  in  favor  of 
its  abolition,  who  could  and  would  adopt 
effectual  measures  for  the  pi-omotiou 
iherccf.
